Public opinion in Canada is. rapidly 


coming around to the American point of 
view on the proposal to connect the Great 
lakes with the Atlantic ocean via the St.

, pointed at once to consider what engin- 
eering work is necessary. The Canadian 
government urges the American govern- 
ment to act promptly on^these recom- 
mendations. 


All indications are that the ground is 


being rapidly cleared for definite steps 
toward authorizing this great public 
work." We have no doubt the American 
government will proceed just as rapidly 
•with the enterprise as the Dominion. Dur- 
ing the last few months there have been 
so many indorsements of the project by 
various 
organizations 
throughout tha 


country, as well as by members of con- 
gress themselves, that we believe there is 
already a majority vote ready for the 
proposal whenever it can. be put into def- 
inite shape for authorization and appro- 
priation.

THE ONIA' DISEASE CAUSED BY COIJ> 


Although there still i-» no such disease as a "cold 


in the head or any other p*j* of the betfy. there 
is no denying thj.t exposure to co^f. w*t feet ana 
the like cause one disease, which is the only cu 
sense cold ever dqps cAji»e, namely, frostbite. The 
early winter-has been so mild this year that I shall 
take just a slight cold in th* feet for my topic. 
That Js chilblain. 
' 
Chilblain is a.mild or first degree frostbite. It 


may be compared with a mild'or first degree burn, 
which is one that reddens the skin and causes 
considerable smarting, pain .or itching but doe» 
not blister. If blister* form it is a second degree 
burn. S«meiimes blisters, form in chilblain. If the 
burn is so severe or deep as to destroy £ssue, it is 
a third 'degree- burn, and that jtfould be comparable 
with, severe frostbite .which, destroys the frozen tis- 
sues a^d jjBoducej ajangren*. 
In »ost instances chilblain coasts of erythema- 


tous (flushed or «eddeneef) patches about the heels 
and borders of feet, or perhaps upon the flngeri, 
the ears or1 the nose. The region affected is cold, 
tender, and when exposed to h^at burns or itches in- 
tensely. It occurs chiefly in persons who have a. 
poorlv traiMd ,or over coddled vasomotor appar- 
atus—persSft who harbor the fancy that the body 
warmth is maintained by the amount of clothing 
worn and by the temperature of the air and who 
consequentl} weaken their own vasomotor appar- 
atus by iel>ing too much upon these artiflcialities 
which after all. have nothing to do with the warmth 
of the body. 
' 
Having thrown tho foregoing argument off my 


chest, I'm going to cfo an imitation of a health of- 
ficer who teach** -the simple public that "all so 
called colds are caused by infection from person 
to person ' and then warns the still simples public 
to be careful not to set caught in a draft or go 
out without heavy underwear on. I'm going to rec- 
ommend the wearing of nice woolen stockings as 
a means of pre\enting chilblain 
This isn't so very 


consistent as It might seem at first blush, for aft- 
er all, didn't I frankly avow at the beginning of 
this talk that chilblain is caused by cold? The in- 
dividual who is susceptible to, er. if you'll be sure 
not to misunderstand, takes cold! in his-feet—we've 
Those 
got to treat him gently, coddle him along 
of us who do not believe in taking cold even in the 
feet need not encase our feet or any of the rest 
of our body In wool if we don't think It comfortable. 
The amount and kind of clothing which ia most 
comfortable to th* individual Is certainly most hy- 
gienic for that individual In all circumstance*. 


The sho*s, should be loo**, for even-body knows 


that tight shoes make the feet cold and interfere 
with circulation 
Cork insoles xar* useful in the 


prevention of chilblain it the feet sweat at all. 
Sweating of the f«et must be carefully treated and 
overcome if on& Is subject to chilblain 
That treat- 


ment in another story. Rubber is cold on the feet 
and should be avoided. Iron nails or pegs in the, 
heels and sole* tend>to chill th* feet. Tight garters 
must be avoided, and Indeed' neither the limb nor 
the bodv constricted in any way by clothing.

Season May Determine 


How Marty Calories You 
. Require In Day'^Food 


The scientific definition for "cal- 


orie" reads, "the* quantity of 
heat 


required'to raise the temperature of 
one pound of water through 
four 


degrees Fahrenheit." 
Briefly, "cal- 


orie" means heat unit and so many 
calories in a certain food moans so 
much heat or so many energy pro- 
ducing units in that food. • 


So the daily energy requirements 


of the body are reckoned in calories. 


The 
foodstuffs ' providing 
these 


calories belong 
to three 
groups— 


proteins, .fntip and carbohydrates. 


The function of protein in the diet 


*.s to buiT3, make muscle and repair 
wornout tissues. Then to 15 per cent, 
of the total calorics in the normal 
diet should be a protein food. Eggs, 
oysters, beef, mutton, 
lamb, 
Some 


nuts,' poultry^fish and milk are the 
cheapest -and commonest sources of 
protein. 
Those foods are 
rich 
in 


protein while there arc many others 
classed as "protein foods containing 
also •«. fair amount of fats" and car- 
bohydrates. These combination foods 
are loss valuable as proteins in a re- 
ducing diet. 


HEAT AND ENERGY 


Fat furnishes energy and heat and 


literally makes fat in the body. Too 
much fat in the diet causes an ex- 
cess of fa.t in the bods', but enough 
calories of fat mus.t be provided to 
spare the protein 
from 
producing 


energy. 
In the '•normal diet about 


one-fourth of the total number 
ot 


calories for the clay should bo fat 
calories. 
Butter, cream, salad oils, 


fat meat or fish, yolk of eggs, rich 
milk and any 
dishes 
made 
from 


these foods are rich in fat. 


.lust" as oil and fst arc combusti- 


ble and furnish heat so are_starch 
and sugar or the class of foodstuffs 
known as carbohydrates. All starchy 
foods must ,be converted^into sugar 
before the body can assimilate them. 
The mission of carbohydrates in the 
bojily is t6 supply heat and energy. 
An excess of carbohydrates will pro- 
duce fat. The normal diet 
should 


consist of about 
two and 
one-half 


times as much carbohydrate as fa.t. 
If the daily fat calorics average 550 
the 
carbohydrate 
calurics 
should 


average around 1284. 


PERSONAL. NEEDS 


In considering the daily food re-
